We ended 
up getting in an argument. Later, Leslie, 
Lisa, Ji I again started discussing this 
letter. 


n HeartattaCk #6 Monique Lawton 
reviewed Spinterwitch ‘zine. The re- 
view read, “Oh, and Chris Bonner of 
Product is a rapist.” Then in the fol- 
lowing issue a Product 7" is reviewed 
` with no mention of the fact that there is a 
rapist in the band. In a publication as estab- 
lished as HeartattaCk, how can there be such 
a lack of communication on such a serious 
subject as rape within a community built on 
trust? I would hope that if the reviewer knew 
of Chris’ status as a rapist, the 7" would not 
have been reviewed, and if so, certainly not 
with the word intelligent in the description. 
Yes, Product is not the biggest band in terms 
of popularity, but the fact that a member of 
the band has raped at least three women in- 
volved in the scenes of three separate states 
makes this a serious issue that must be ad- 
dressed. We cannot let someone think that 
they can abuse the trust that has taken years 
to build in our community. When a person 
has been found to be false, to be misusing 
the structure that has been collectively built 
in our lives, we as a whole must take action. 
In the last issue, there were a lot of good 
points regarding community. We cannot let 
people think they can take advantage, be 
found out, and still get away with it (as HaC 
#6 and #8 portrayed by stating they knew, 
and then disregarding the knowledge. I hope 
this was due to lack of communication, not 
lack of understanding). 

“Raped women are subjected to an 
institutionalized sexism that begins with the 
treatment by police, continues through a 
male dominated criminal justice system in- 
fluenced by pseudoscientific notions of vic- 
tim precipitation, and ends with the system- 
atic acquittal of many de facto rapists.” (1) 

To quote Catherine A. Mackinnon 
from her book Feminism Unmodified: Dis- 
courses on Life and Law, “I want to speak 


to you about rape as a problem of sexism, a 
problem of the inequality between women 
and men.” (2) This past summer I was in a 
relationship where I was manipulated by 
charm and words and, in turn, repeatedly 
raped. I was in this relation- 
` ship for quite some time before 


I actually began to hear what I was saying 
to myself, to realize what was happening to 
me. Through sharing my account I am try- 
ing to make you aware of how unjust and 
difficult it is to take action against a man in 
case of rape... am also trying to make you 
ids can and do rape.

the normal tone of voice, but I responded 
with a quiet “No” and pushed the moment 
to the back of my mind. At this time Chris 
was living in Tennessee, but was on tour with 
his band Product. A week after we met, 
Chris called me up. He was in Annapolis 
and wanted me to go out that night. Chris 
and his brother had decided to move to 
Maryland last minute that morning. This 
shocked me since it was so sudden. It didn’t 
seem right, didn’t make sense. But I was 
happy to see him so I pushed my concerns 
to the back of my mind. A week went by 
and he told me he really wanted to “make 
love” to me but that he’d wait as long as I 
wanted so as to not rush me because I was a 
virgin. He also said that even if I wanted to 
have sex that day he wouldn’t let me because 
he wanted our relationship to work. Six 
hours later he tricked me into having sex. 
Even though I cried from the pain the entire 
time and I tried to push him away, he would 
continue and tell me to stop being so tense, 
that it was my fault it hurt. I didn’t really 
think too much about what had happened or 
about what began to happen next. After the 
first time we had sex, no the first time HE 
had sex in my body, we always had to have 
sex. If we were together and he didn’t get 
to have sex, or get a blow job, or if I didn’t 
wear a tight shirt so he could say my breasts 
looked nice in front of all my friends to hu- 
miliate me and show he had power, had con- 
trol over me and my body, he’d be terrible 
and make me cry and eventually it got to the 
point where it was easier to do these things 
because after an hour of saying “No” and 
him still being halfway inside my body, it 
was easier to just stop saying “No.” I didn’t 
say “Yes,” but if I stopped saying “No,” ac- 
cording to Chris, it was the go ahead signal. 

As time went on, things between 
Chris and I began to get worse. My friends 
asked what had happened to me, that I used 
to seem so strong, and now I didn’t show 
strength any more. This hit. I was begin- 
ning to understand. Sensing this, Chris 
broke up with me out of fear of my becom- 
ing strong again. I was relieved when he 
did and said “Okay” in response. The same 
night when we were driving home with my 


friends, Chris said, “I’m going to change the 
name of my band to ‘Date Rape.”” When 
asked why he would do this, he replied, “Be- 
cause it’s my new favorite concept.” I passed 
the comment off as an asshole acting like an 
asshole. That evening not a half hour later, 
I was helping him carry things to his place 
and I walked to the door He pulled me in- 


them just how shih ca 
minutes. They (a male and a female) asked 
me if I realized that I'd just been raped. I 
had realized it, but I was just so afraid and 
was just then realizing so much. The fol- 
lowing morning I called a crisis line which 
in turn directed me to go to the emergency 
room at the hospital. When I arrived and 
said what I was there for, I was treated as if 
I were the one in the wrong. I was told that, 
to go through with a “rape kit” I would have 
to file a report with the police where upon 
they would decide where to go. I said I could 
only do one if it was free. The woman said 
that if I filed a report, the state paid for the 
exams. Okay. I was left in the waiting room 
for an eternity. Finally, I was carted off to 
give away my favorite corduroys and under- 
pants (evidence). Half naked, I was shifted 
from room to room when an attractive 
middle aged man walked into the room, 
stated his name and his title. I asked him a 
question about pressing charges. He smiled 
and said with the most degrading sneer, “I 
don’t know, I’m just here for —” and looked 
down at my crotch. I couldn’t believe it. I 
said, “Is there a woman who can do this?” 
He said no, there were none in that day. 
Feminism Unmodified reads that women do 
not report rape because they fear “the doc- 
tors will treat us in degrading ways.” (3) 
Finally, after four hours (maybe six, I can’t 
even remember) of cotton swabs in my body, 
not being allowed to pee, not being able to 
eat and not being able to put my clothing 
on, I was finally able to leave and go find 
the DC Police Headquarters to file a report. 
At the HQ I was treated as if I was a subur- 
ban drama queen looking for attention, cry- 
ing rape on my boyfriend. I didn’t write the 
details of what occurred that night here, but 
to the police officer I had to tell everything, 
word for word. After I was done talking, I 
was told I wasn’t raped because I consented 
to sex before with him, he was my boyfriend, 
I allowed him to do other sexual things ear- 
lier, I didn’t say “No” until he had been in- 
side me for a minute or so, I had no obvious 
physical injuries. Thus I would not be able 
to prove he stayed in me after I said “No.” 
Thus I wasn’t raped. No. I couldn’t prove 
that I was raped to a judge: “Finders of fact 


look for ‘more force than USUAL during 
the preliminaries.” (4) But that does not 
mean that the rape didn’t exist. “Women 
also feel fear and despair of police...women 
believe...they will not be believed by the 
police...we fear being blamed by other 
people, and they do blame us.” (5) As a re- 
sult, I felt like I was wrong because in order 
to be treated like Chris treated me, in order 
to be treated like the doctors treated me, and 
in order to be treated like the police treated 
me, I must bé wrong, and I must have de- 
served it. 

In any event, I thought I’d forget 
that day and move on. Instead because of 
the way I was treated, I started denying that 
I was in fact raped to myself and those close 
to me. I didn’t tell my family, and I stayed 
with Chris, continuing the rapes. I found 
out about a woman in Michigan who Chris 
had date raped. Upon contacting her I 
learned about another woman in New Jer- 
sey with almost the exact situation as my 
own. When I went to Ohio for the “More 
Than Music Festival” the woman from 
Michigan and I got up on stage and told of 
what Chris had done. After we spoke, liter- 
ally ten different people came up to us to 
tell us what they knew Chris had done to 
themselves or a friend. Through working 
with Marie and my close friends, I was fi- 
nally able to put everything behind me... 
BANG! A $638.98 bill from the hospital. 
Why? Because since THEY don’t feel I was 
raped, I have to pay for the exams. I got 
letters from collection agencies, but I refuse 
to pay those bills. If I wanted an easy preg- 
nancy or HIV test, I'd have gone where it 
would cost me five bucks, not where I felt 
tortured and was charged six-hundred bucks. 
Ireally don't believe, nor can I understand 
the fear and injustice instilled in “The Sys- 
tem” that a woman must go through to try 
to convict a rapist just to feel like a debu- 


tante crying “Wolf.” If only the police 
woman listened long enough to me to tell . 


her of the countless other women I have met. 

who were also raped by Christopher Bonner. 

Maybe justice could have been served.

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ana, first off, I want to make it clear 
that what I am writing is in no way an 


attack on your letter. Your letter served asa. 


springboard to bring up many different is- 
sues, and the decision of whether or not to 
print it is one that created a lot of discussion 
among some HaC staffers. In a lot of ways, 
I viewed whether or not HaC would print 
this particular letter as setting a precedent 


for the magazine. Should HaC be involved 
in naming alleged rapists or abusers. Per-. 
sonally, I don’t think that it should have any 
part in that. I was extremely uncomfortable 


` when we decided that Chris” name would 


be printed, and I do still think that in many 
ways it is irresponsible, but in the spirit of 
making a point, it has been done. With 


everyone’s opinions on particular situations — 


in their mind, it is extremely hard to view 
the issues of responsibility in the unbiased 
and unemotional way that they have to be 
approached. Printing a letter that accuses 
someone of rape can not be done without a 
lot of thought, as it is an extremely serious 
topic and accusation that needs to be dealt 
with as such. It was clear that if the letter 
didn’t mention names, there would be no 
problem. It would be a letter from a woman 
telling the story of what happened to her and 
how it was handled by the police, but print- 
ing your letter without names would defeat 
what I saw as being quite a bit of your point. 
On the other hand, printing the names brings 
up a whole slew of different issues. I think 
it would be unreasonable to expect that a 
letter like this could be printed without a 
response or disclaimer of some sort. A lot 
of responsibility has been placed on 
HeartattaCk if you ask that a particular per- 
son be alienated along with the band that 
they are in and I, nor anyone else at HaC, or 
Kent, should be appointed judge and jury 
on your case. Sending a letter saying that 
HaC should not have reviewed a band’s 
record because a member is an alleged rap- 
ist is putting HaC in the position of decid- 
ing on this person’s guilt or innocence, and 
that is a position that HaC can’t be placed 
in. A little while back, a flyer was sent to 
Ebullition about a rapist with the request that 
it be distributed. A few weeks later, the per- 
son sent another letter saying that they were 


‘mistaken about the whole thing. Imagine if 


HeartattaCk had printed that flyer in 10,000 
copies only to find out that the person was 
mistaken. At that point, I think everyone at 
HaC would feel so embarrassed, ashamed, 
and sorry for what had been done that we 
wouldn’t even know what to do about it. 
HaC cannot be put in the position of uncon- 
ditionally naming names of alleged rapists 
or abusers because if anything did happen 
where someone took back what they said, 
the damage would already be done and HaC 
would be liable and would suffer for what 
had been printed. Also, I can’t even imag- 
ine the effect it would have on the accused 
person. I know that there are ‘zines out that 
will print the names of any rapists that are 
sent in, but that is the choice of each par- 
ticular ‘zinester. How they are able to do 
that in good conscience is unknown to me, 
but that is their decision. I don’t know you 
and I don’t know Chris, and I don’t know 
exactly what happened in your relationship, 
so I don’t feel that there is any way I can 
punish him (by not reviewing his records or 


printing his ads or publishing that he is a 
rapist) without questioning it to some ex- 
tent, and without giving Chris the opportu- 
nity to respond. I am definitely not saying 
that this is what has happened in you case, 
but many women have gone to the police 
and said that they were abused or raped by 
their boyfriend or husband, and have later 
admitted that they just did it to get back at 
him for one reason or another. If every let- 
ter was printed that named alleged rapists, it 


would not be a valuable tool in the commu- 


nity, it would be a weapon. And some people 
would send in the honest stories of what 
happened to them, and others would abuse 
the fact that they had unconditional access 
in arelatively widespread medium by using 
it for revenge. In a time where the PC cru- 
saders have demanded that every time a 
woman says that a particular man raped her 
she must be believed without question, I have 
become more cynical. Though I cannot un- 
derstand how a woman could lie about an 
issue as serious as rape, I do know that there 
are many people out there who do not think 
twice about lying, and do so frequently. Not 
everyone thinks and acts responsibly or ra- 
tionally. Unfortunately, people do lie, and 
to be protected from those who lie I have to . 
question even those who are telling the truth. 
Rape is an extremely delicate subject that 
can never be taken lightly. It took a lot of 
courage for you to write what you did, and I 
do believe that you have been through a hell 
of a lot. I hope you can understand why I 
feel this needed to be written. — Leslie 


i this letter with HaC was a com- 


plicated decision. We fought plenty over 
how this would be handled until we came to 
this idea. Reading Dana’s letter brought up 
so many different things to say, I was mostly 
afraid that we would miss an important 
point. Hopefully we didn’t. While Leslie 
and Kent are going to talk about the respon- 
sibility put on HaC in these sorts of situa- 
tions, what I want to talk about is the re- 
sponsibility and emotions I felt in dealing 
with this. 
But first, I want to address a differ- 
ent problem. Last fall, Ebullition was sent a 
bunch of flyers claiming that a man in a cer- 
tain band had beat his girlfriend. The flyer 
argued that we, as a community, shouldn’t 
support his band. They were made by a 
woman, who was a friend of someone, who 
was a friend of the girl that was supposedly 
beaten. She did not know the woman first 
hand. Now Kent originally felt uncomfort- 
able about passing them out; but eventually 
decided to put them in the box of stuff to 
pass out with the mailorder. For those of 
you that mailorder, you know that I throw 
in a bunch of ads, flyers, and crap when I do 
those orders. I decide who gets what slip of 
paper. I can remember sending ». 
out those flyers to all kinds of 


people, men and women from all over. 

About a week after they were gone, 
the woman that made them called Ebulli- 
tion to say that it was a mistake. She said 
she was sorry, but the fact still stood that a 
bunch of people had now been passed on 
seriously false information about some poor 
man and his band. And I did it. I didn’t 
wait, I just sent them out with no remorse. 
Now what have I done to the community? 
After that disaster, I promised I would be 
more careful. My sincerest apologies to the 
victims of that situation. 

Which leads me to my second 
question. If this sort of irresponsible and 
bad judgment is floating around, how are we 
ever supposed to believe what people claim? 
And because that creates such a horrible situ- 
ation for the real victims, I would hope we 
would be more careful. With that example 
in mind, I think I would doubt any story not 
coming from the actual victim(s). 

Now I am faced with Dana’s letter. 
My first instinct was to print the letter in its 
entirety. I consider myself to be fairly skep- 
tical and thorough in making decisions, as 
well as a whole hearted feminist, and I be- 
lieved this woman. But it wasn’t just be- 
cause of her letter. Personally, I don’t think 
the letter makes a clear cut case. However, 
I was at the Columbus Fest last year when 
Dana and another woman went on stage to 
talk about this man who had raped them. It 
was only through a meeting with other 
women, talking about their stories, that they 
found out that they were referring to the 
same man. Unfortunately, I went for some 
food and missed the actual meeting. But I 
did watch the entire time they talked about 
their rapes. 

So what made me believe these 
women and their claim? It was the fact that 
I saw their painful faces trying to get the 
word out, being so scared that it had hap- 
pened to more women, or that it would. 
Maybe I was being a sucker, but I believed 
them. So, when this letter came in, you can 
understand my wanting it to go into HaC. I 
was only afraid that we wouldn’t be able to 
print a response that adequately said what 
was needed. 

And here is what I think needs to 
be said. This letter is about pain. Sure, she 
does want to name the guilty party and 
spread the word, but she also wants people 
to understand the pain involved. What I hope 
people get out of this letter is that sex can 
cause so much pain through miscommuni- 
cation, or ignorance of the other’s needs, that 
we all need to be more aware of our actions. 
I understand the heat of the moment. I also 
understand that I don’t want to be hurt or to 
hurt anyone else. It’s time to start being 
more aware of what sex means to our part- 
ners. It’s time to stop the pain. 

Was it my responsibility to pass on 
- this information? Since I be- 
ieved this woman, should I 


have made flyers? Would I be making the 
problem worse? Would I be discounting the 
victim if I didn’t? Or should I simply just 
take this to heart and let her take the reigns? 
That is basically what I am doing, as I can- 
not be responsible for any more, no matter 
how much more I feel. I will not pass along 
the flyer I have seen over Dana’s case be- 
cause I don’t think it is a viable way to deal 
with the issue. 

It is also time to stop spreading the 
word if it isn’t our story. Believing the vic- 
tim, also means hearing the victim. Who 
was to know if the woman in the flyer (if it 
was true) wanted her story made into a sym- 
bol for action against this kind of abuse? 
There is a privacy aspect definitely being 
invaded in this case. Support your friends, 
but let victims be the ones taking the action. 
Sometimes people need to fight their own 
battles. 

I don’t ever want to spread another 
lie. I don’t ever want to not be able to be- 
lieve the victim. Having a sense of commu- 
nity means being responsible to that com- 
munity, so let’s start thinking clearly.

find myself at a loss for words. I can see 

that Dana is in pain, and I can see that the 
ordeal that she has gone through has caused 
a lot of suffering. I can sympathize with 
that, and I can support her in her struggle to 
come to terms with her pain, and to try to 
find some way to educate people about these 
issues. The problem is that Dana is not just 
asking for support and understanding. She 
is also asking for punishment. She wants 


HaC and the hardcore scene to punish Chris , 


Bonner. I feel that she wants me to say, 
“Chris Bonner is a rapist” soley based on 
her account of a situation. And I feel that in 
these “politically correct” times that I am 
not only expected to do this, but if I don’t I 
will be called sexist and attacked as a sup- 
porter of the rape schedule. 

It makes me uncofortable. When I 
first read her letter I realized that I was in 
for some trouble. I can’t call Chris a rapist, 
and I won't. It isn’t a question of believing 
Dana’s story or not, but it is a question of 
perception. I don’t believe in reality. Imean 
reality isn’t just one thing. I’m sure Chris 
has a different story. Does that make Dana’s 
story wrong? Does Dana’s story make Chris’ 
story wrong? In a way both of their stories 
are probably true, and both of their stories 
are probably false. It depends on the per- 
spective. I think that Dana believes that she 
was raped and therfore she has been raped, 
but that doesn’t make Chris a rapist. Dana 
got involved in a relationship that was bad, 
real bad. She should have gotten out. But 
she didn’t. She continued to date Chris, even 
after she went to the police and accussed him 
of raping her. = 

This isn’t going to make me a very 


popular person, but I have to wonder what 
responsibility she has in this situation. She 
got herself into it. She dated Chris, she con- 
tinued to have sex with him after he insulted 
her and treated her like shit. The pattern in 
their relationship is that they had abussive 
sex. Chris may well be an asshole for want- 
ing to have sex under these conditions, but 
if Dana agreed to sex in this environment 
then Chris is not the only one to blame. Dana 
concented to abusive sex. They both took 
part.. 

But now after it is all over she 
wants to punish him. And she wants me to 
help her. She wants me to use HaC as an 


‘implement of punishment. I can’t do that, 


though ultimately by printing her letter we 
have done just that. And that leaves me feel- 
ing even more uncomfortable. I think Dana's 
story is important because it illustrates the 
complexity of this issue. Date rape and rape 
are two different things. Rape is a violent 
crime where one human violently forces 
another person to submit to them sexually. 
It is an act of violence, and it is easy to dis- 
tinguish who is at fault. But date rape is a 
very different crime. Date rape can be rape, 
but it can also be a situation where commu- 
nication is failing. If two people are dating 
and the man continually badgers and pleads : 
for sex and then after arguing and arguing 
the woman finally just lets it happen, she 


. can’t afterwords claim that she was raped. 


Ultimately she agreed. Sure the situation 
sucked, and the guy is obviously an asshole, 
but a rapist? I don’t think so. I personally 
think that the whole concept of rape is di- 


- minished by calling these situations rape. 


There was an iterview in Not Even 
#5 with a woman named Ross Weisman (Not 
Even was the ‘zine Daisy Rooks did not too 
long ago; if you’re interested in the inter- 
view write to Daisy). Weisman started an 
organization called Woman’s Way Self De- 
fense, and in the interview she talks about 
being careful about how we define rape. I 
immediately thought of this interview when 
I started thinking about Dana’s story. 

In the interview Weisman says, “I 


think that we have to be really careful about 


what rape is and rape is not. What I am see- 


ing some feminist writers do is to expand 


the definition of it, and I’m very concerned 


. about that. In my experience we have to be 


really careful because if we expand it then 
people will doubt women and that’s a real 
problem for me as you can imagine. It’s 
important for me to say that women should 
take responisbility for their lives as much as 
they are able while not blaiming themselves 
for rape or sexual assualt..... Being an adult 
and empowering yourself means that you 
make dicessions and it means accepting that 
you’re an actor in your own life. It is ex- 
tremely rare for a woman to be walking 
down the street, and be pulled away and 
raped. That’s not what I’m talking about... 
There are all sorts of decisions to be made, 


and for me that’s what it is all about. The 


other part of this is to be extremely clear ` 


with the person so there is no room for mis- 
understanding.” 

What Weisman is talking about is 
really important. If the definition of rape 
becomes so broad that it includes these sorts 
of situations where women clearly have 
played some role then the term losses a lot 
of impact. When we talk about rape, we 
should be talking about rape. That needs to 
be clear. Dana’s story isn’t clear. There are 
a lot of unanswered questions, and she defi- 
nitely played an active role in getting her- 
self involved with this man. That doesn’t 
mean that she is at fault, but only that it 
makes it a lot harder to place all of the re- 
sponsibility on Chris. There are two differ- 
ent issues here. One is sympathizing with 
the victim and believing in her pain, and the 
other is placing the blame for that pain. I 
am in no way saying that Dana’s pain is not 
real. It obviously is, but my ability to un- 
derstand and believe in her story should not 
be dictated by my ability to say, “Chris 
Bonner is a rapist.” These are two separate 
issues. 
All of us instantly sympathized and 
felt compasion for Dana’s pain and the se- 
verity of the situation, but when she asked 
us to declare Chris a rapist we suddenly had 


to start asking questions. It wasn’t that 


simple anymore. The gut reaction is to at- 
tack this horrible rapist; the mob would 
gather together and bust down his door and 
burn him alive. But logically we have to 
think twice before defaming someone we 
don’t know. We simply don’t have enough 
information to cast judgement. Sure we can 
instantly sympathize with Dana’s pain be- 
cause in doing so we hurt no one, but cast- 
ing judgement requires that we do harm. I 
simply see two different issues. 

People need to learn to communi- 
cate. That isn’t easy. In most relationships 
communication starts to break down around 
the issue of sex and intimacy. I think we all 
have so much to learn about communica- 
tion. We all need to learn to speak and lis- 
ten. Itisn'teasy. It is confusing. Men and 
women both send mixed signals and mixed 
messages. We sometimes say one thing with 
our body language and something entirely 


different with our words. We as people all 


need to learn to communicate. Printing 
Dana’s letter does nothing, unless it helps 
us to see the need for communication. Her 
story has a lot to teach all of us. 

But again, I can’t make any sort of 
judgement about what has happened be- 
tween Chris and Dana. I don’t have enough 
information, and I only have one side: This 
isn’t a black and white issue. I am reminded 
of so many other situations where I have 
been expected to act entirely on some 
stranger’s story. For example a woman once 
came to me at a show and demanded that I 
stop selling records to a particular record 


store because she said that the people that 
ran the store were sexist and wouldn’t hire 


- her because she wasn't sexy enough. I didn’t 


know what to say. How could I make a de- 
cision based only on her word? I just 
couldn’t do that. I didn’t know her. She 
could have been lying, or it could have just 
been a situation where she was mistaken 
about their reasons. There could have been 
dozens of explanations or alternative ver- 
sions for what had happened to her. Life is 
complicated. That much I know. 
Ultimately, I think that HaC is be- 
ing totally irresponsible in printing this let- 
ter. And I feel like I have to take the blame 
for that. Chris Bonner is not represented 
here. He has had no chance to defend him- 
self. And I can almost guarantee that he will 
have another version of this whole story, 
probably a version that puts most of the 


blame on Dana. I appologize to Chris. It 


really isn’t fair. Sorry. 

Furthermore, by printing this let- 
ter we are telling the world that it is okay to 
print this sort of letter, and I don’t think that 
it is okay. We don’t know if anything in this 
letter is true. For all we know it could be an 
elaberate joke. I don’t think it is, but the 
potential is there. And if we print this letter, 
then are we going to print the next one? And 
the one after that? Will all of these letters 
be true? Someone at Epicenter faxed me a 
flyer that said that Chris Bonner was a rap- 
ist. The flyer didn’t have any proof, it just 
said that he was a rapist as if it was a fact 
that no one could argue. I threw the flyer in 
the recycling bin, and as I did I thought about 


„how irresponsible it was to have faxed this 
flyer. What if I made a flyer claiming that 


Felix Von Havoc was a rapist and faxed it to 
Epicenter. Would they put it up? If they got 
a flyer claiming that I’m a rapist would they 
put that up? 

By printing this letter we are act- 
ing just as irresponsibly. Rape is a horrible ` 
offense. And I think everyone here would 
like to think that we are helping to combat 
rape, but we have to ask ourselves if print- 
ing this sort of letter is really helping to do 
that. I don’t think it is unless it helps to de- 
velop a dialogue about the issue. 

As a final note, there is a ‘zine 
called Alien that overtly asks for readers to 
send in the names of rapists to be printed in 
its pages. I have to wonder what would hap- 
pen if I wrote a really extensive letter ex- 
plaining how Kent McClard raped me and 
then signed it Sandy Roy. Would they print 
that? I hope not. Because if they did it would 
only help to foster a sense of disbelief. 

` Thanks to Dana for taking the time 
and for finding the strength to write your 
story. I hope nothing said here has hurt you, 
if so then I appologize. It was not my inten- 
tion. Your letter was a perfect way to in- 
spire thought and debate. If you or anyone 
else has anything to add then please write.

A lot of people 
prised when they learn ti a teacher. 
They give me that “whoa, a punk teacher” 
kind of look, sometimes even verbalizing 
their astonishment. I am not completely sure 
what they think “punk teacher” means, but 
their vision comes out in their questions: “Do 
the kids call you Mr. Jensen?” That is al- 
ways the first one. Answer = Yes. “Do you 
have to wear a tie when you teach?” An- 
swer = Yes. “Do you make the kids take 
tests?” “Do you make them sit in assigned 
seats?” “Do you have to enforce a dress 
code?” “Do you have to lead the class in 
reciting the pledge of allegiance?” “Do you 
give your students detention?” The ques- 
tions go on and on, but for the most part run 
a similar course; people want to know how 
I deal with the “authority” of being a teacher. 

I think that it is pretty safe to say 
that most punks share a common contempt 
for authority. Different punks manifest this 
contempt in different ways, but few have 
respect for authority of any kind. Perhaps 
this is why so many people that I talk to are 
astonished by the concept of a teacher who 
is involved in hardcore punk. Our earliest 
experiences with authority invariably occur 
at school. Many of us learned to be rebel- 
lious by taking on our most immediate op- 
pressors: teachers. I remember the day that 
I decided that I wouldn’t stand for the pledge 
of allegiance, the times I snuck out of the 
school instead of staying for my worthless 
study hall, and the moments of challenging 
classroom injustices. School was something 
to resist, and teachers (except for the few 


“cool” ones) the agents of student enslave- 


ment. So the idea of becoming “one of 
them” is pretty strange, to the point that 
“punk teacher” sounds like 
`an oxymoron. 


I inherited a host of traditions when 
f I want to keep my job 
line. I can’t 


concerned about these authoritarian conven- 
tions that I must enforce. It does get tire- 
some being the cop of the classroom, but I 
see the worth in what I do. Without some 
structure nothing gets accomplished. I teach 
in a traditional school and the kids are brain- 
washed to respond to certain rules. After 
seven or eight years of this stuff most thir- 
teen-year-old kids are not ready for a radi- 
cal departure from the same old regimen. 
In fact, drastic change from the norm really 


_ distresses my students, interfering with their 


learning. It sounds great: one day we’ll let 


- the students come and go as they wish, wear- 


ing what they want, acting as they feel and 
taking only the classes that they find neces- 
sary. But if we tried it tomorrow our educa- 
tion system would crumble. The traditions 
run too deep, and if we are to bring new tra- 
ditions we’ll have to ease into them. And 
one classroom in one school in one city isn’t 
going to do it. 

There are alternative schools avail- 
able. In New York City, which has a fairly 
progressive high school system that allows 
students to choose from a variety of high 
school programs, there are several “alterna- 
tive high schools.” Although I’m not com- 
pletely familiar with their workings, I know 
that many of these schools have open cam- 
puses, allow for greater student choice in 
class selection and grade using non-tradi- 
tional assessment methods. The problem 
with these schools is that they tend to attract 
the more progressive-minded teachers. 
What is good for the individual school is bad 
for the school system; many forward-think- 
ing teachers become isolated in these alter- 
native schools, far from the bulk of tradi- 
tional schools where their influence and 


: ive schooling. 


ideas may be needed most. 

In college I met quite a few people. 
who had gone to alternative high schools. 
They had modified classrooms, special out- 
f-school programs and opportunity for in- 
t study of their choice. They flour- 
ng hard-working teachers in beau- 
ampuses. They were encouraged by 
their schools to learn and grow. But they 
n "t poor kids from New York City. They 
> upper class kids from Cambridge, MA 
arin, CA or the Chicago suburbs. Some 
f the most progressive schools that I have 
heard about cost thousands of dollars a year.

. You can’t go there unless you have money. 


They Il tell you about their scholarship pro- . 
grams for “disadvantaged kids” but anyone 
who has gone to a private college or univer- 
sity knows how this works; schools recruit 
(and, if you will, steal) only the most pre- 
pared of lower class kids, kids who would 
(arguably) have done well for themselves 
with or without the advantages of alterna- 
In the end these private 
ools do little but increase the imbalance 
f educational opportunity between differ- 
nt socio-economic classes. 
So I am, in a way, stuck. Stuck in 
a traditional school because I feel that it is 
the only place where real change can occur. 
I gave in, I helped perpetuate all of those 
conventions which torture(d) us all through- 
out school. I sold out. I am part of the physi- 
cal structure of the system. But that doesn’t 
mean that I have to be part of the mental 
structure. And I am not. Or at least I try my 
best not to be a part of the real killer of young 
minds. In the end it isn’t the rules and con- 
ventions that keep kids down, but ideas, con- 
tained in a collective educational conscious- 
ness that has been handed down for years. 
Please don’t try to pretend that you 
are above it. We all fell for it in some way 
during our schooling. It’s the ideal that you 
hear in the hallways amongst fellow stu- 
dents: “that kid is so stupid!” For many it 
was the mentality that led to feelings of in- 
feriority: “I’m not good at anything.” It car- 
ries on into the ideals of teachers, who label 


their students as “bad” and “good.” Itisthe . ` 


mentality which leads schools to group their 
students by “ability.” It is the spirituality of 
schools, seeking to separate the haves from 
the have-nots, that makes school so oppres- 
sive. I really think that it is all that simple. 
I hear it constantly from veteran 
teachers. They refer to certain students as 
“garbage.” They seem resigned to the fact 
that every year they will have “quality kids” 
and “troubled kids.” They see the school in 
a mental hierarchy. They prefer to teach only 
the “smarter kids.” They put more effort 
towards their upper-level students, and way- 
lay their lower-level kids with busy work and 
twenty-year-old movies. They have con- 
structed a mental structure that overpowers 
by far any of the physical structures of the 
school. They hand this mentality down to 


the next generation of teachers. 

And our students pick up on the 
attitudes of their teachers. Students are so 
cooperative: they truly give you what you 
ask for. Kids in higher-level classes gener- 
ally excel because this is what is demanded 
of them. Kids in lower-level classes gener- 
ally fail and act out, as expected. We learn 
from each other, we already know the whole 
system because everyone has gone through 
it: parents, siblings, cousins, neighbors and 
friends. 

It is this mentality, this spiritual 
structure, that keeps us all so apprehensive 
of school. Evidence: I returned from a week 
of sickness to learn that a student had been 
added to my class. My official class this 
year is 382, one of the “gifted and talented” 
classes. Tyrone, a member of this year’s 
“lowest” class (186) was being moved into 
382. When our school’s guidance counse- 
lor told me of the move, my first reaction 
was one of fear. I might have even said it: 


“you're kidding, right? Tyrone in 382?” I- 


was falling for the mentality. 

While a member of 186, Tyrone 
was the toughest of difficult kids. He rarely 
did any of his work and if he did manage to 
produce something it was of the poorest 
quality. He was constantly antagonizing 
other students, getting into verbal battles, 
and generally causing a ruckus in almost 
every class. He failed all of his tests. He 
made it seem like he enjoyed being a 
“trouble-maker,” always making fun of the 
“herbs” in other classes. I'll admit it, he was 
a kid for whom it was hard to have any posi- 
tive expectations. And then one day he 
broke. j 
Tyrone walked into the assistant 
principal’s office and declared that he 
couldn't take it any more. He was tired of 
being treated like a criminal, he was ex- 
hausted by perpetual conflicts with other 
students, he was sick of classes where he 
didn't learn anything. He wanted out of 186. 
Although he had never let on earlier, he was 
sick of being treated like he was stupid. He 
wanted out of the school’s mental structure. 
In a semi-enlightened manner, the school 
responded. Tyrone is now in 382. He's been 
there for over a month, and while he cer- 
tainly hasn’t shot to the top of the class, he’s 
surviving. He has missed a lot during all 
those years being treated like an idiot, but it 
won't take forever for him to catch up. He 
has had no more behavioral problems. Noth- 
ing about the school’s structure has changed, 
but Tyrone has changed because he no longer 
abides by the mentality of the school. All it 
took was a change in his mindset. 

And this is where the real change 
occurs. The physical structures of the 
school, all of those things at which you 
aim(ed) your hate during school, are noth- 
ing but extensions of the school’s spiritual 
outlook.’ I cannot fight all of the existing 
physical structures of the school. If I de- 


cide tomorrow that my kids need a break 
from work and let them leave 45 minutes 
early, I'll lose my job.’ Realistically there is 
nothing that I can do about the class struc- 
ture, school rules or testing system. But I 
can do something infinitely more valuable; 
I can actively fight the mentality of the 
school. And I try to. It isn’t always easy. I 
am fighting every mental convention that I 
was taught during seventeen straight years 
of being a student. I am fighting the men- 
tality of many of my fellow teachers, with 
whom I must interact. When the idea of 
Tyrone joining my class was first proposed, 
I reacted with the school’s negative mental- 
ity. And it took Tyrone’s subsequent turn- 
around to remind me that I shouldn’t think 
like the school system does. 

Most punk kids want to make a dif- 
ference. Teaching sounds really interesting, 
but they’re scared. They don’t want to sell 
out. They can’t see themselves as the 
teacher, the authority. They don’t want to 
become part of the system, to find them- 
selves an agent of the things they detest. I’m 
sorry, but there is nothing that you can do to 
reverse the physical structures of school 
overnight. But from the day you enter the 
classroom you can actively combat the men- 
tality that keeps kids down. If enough people 
entered the schools to teach kids that they 


` all have individual and valuable abilities, the 


hierarchical “ability” structures would even- 
tually fall. If students began to value school, 
there would be no need for all those rules 
and regulations that we all hate(d). Who’s

know that this really colors the way that I 
feel about this issue, but in the here and now 
I’m more interested in looking at “space is- 
sues” in the context of gender and not so 
much from my particular viewpoint. 

One of the most striking things 
about being a woman, for me, has to do with 
the different ways that men and women both 
stake out public space. The most striking 
example I can come up with is sitting on the 
bus totally shoved up against the wall by. the 
man sitting next to you. He doesn’t seem to 
notice anything unusual - not the fact that 
you're totally uncomfortable, not the fact 
that you have doubled up and contorted your 
body so as to take up as little space as pos- 
sible, nor the fact that him breathing down 


` your neck is basically an unpleasant experi- 


ence for you. In these situations the man 
involved rarely seems to notice what’s go- 
ing on, and this is because in the long run, 
he has the option of not caring. I know that 
to many people (men?) this preoccupation 
with and hyper-sensitivity about space is- 


_ sues seems pretty paranoid or whatever, but 


I think that it’s totally legitimate. 

For the most part I have concluded 
that men just aren’t as aware of personal 
space as women. Quite simply, they don’t 
have to be. To be touched by a stranger with- 
out my permission has totally different safety 
implications for me as a woman than it does 
for aman. Every time that you (as a woman) 
are touched by someone you don’t know (or 
aren’t comfortable with) you must expend 
energy trying to figure out what context that 
touch is in, what was meant by it (if any- 
thing) and if you feel at all uncomfortable 
our next move should be.

ing, recording, production, packaging and 
assembly of the record should reflect the cre- 
ativity and message of the individuals who 
release it. However, all too often doing it 
yourself means doing it half assed. AMRR 
reviewer once called DIY “the death of qual- 
ity control.’ And Bob Suren once wrote in 
his column, “I have the Floor,” a piece called 
“The death of the demo tape and the birth of 
the shitty seven inch.” His point: it is won- 
derful that anyone can release a record, what 
sucks is that everyone does. Poorly re- 
corded, poorly produced 7"s with sloppy 
xeroxed sleeves fill the bargain bins of record 
stores from coast to coast. Tragically the 
bands and labels have probably been paid 
for these duds while distributors and stores 
are stuck with money tied up in releases that 
will never sell even at 25 or 50 cents. In my 
opinion the DIY movement should be striv- 
ing to outdo the corporate sphere. The DIY 
movement should take itself seriously, aes- 
thetically and economically, to produce bet- 
ter sounding and better packaged records 
than our corporate rivals. I’m sick of seeing 
record sleeves with shitty cut and paste col- 
lages while there are talented artists in the 
punk scene dying for the exposure of a 
record cover. And whatever happened to 
putting stickers and buttons in the records, 
not to mention lyric sheets? While I’m not 
the biggest fan of the emo aesthetic, I ad- 
mire the attention and personalization which 
goes into hand printed and individually col- 
ored record sleeves. In my opinion the best 
packaged records going today are Pushead’s 
Fan Club stuff and anything on Skuld. 

I’ve noticed a lot of full length re- 
leases that just don’t hold water lately. Most 
would have made a great 7" and have a lot 
of filler tracks to take up space. Once again 
we have lots of quantity but not so much 
quality. 

Another idea which has fallen on 
hard times is the compilation record. Once 
there was a time when a compilation was a 
pretty big deal and could get a lot of expo- 
sure for a band. Therefore, bands chose 

for the compila- 


heir throwaway songs 
to compilations. Vari- 
ous artists LPs, and 
orse yet CD’s, fill the 
bins in stores. I dare any- 
one to put out an LP of pure 


Welcome to 1984 (speaking of 
VAS: what happened to MRR 
records?). While there will al- 
VAS be a place forcomp records 


in the scene, the quality these days tends to 
be lacking and the chances of finding a comp 
with all great songs by great bands is pretty 
slim. If you're like me you wind up buying 
a comp for one or two songs alone. Split 
records are also something I’ve got mixed 
feelings about. A split 7" is just not enough 
material by each band, nor enough room for 
a cohesive package that will convey the spirit 
and message of each band’s side. How many 
of your all time favorite records are split 7"s? 
Once again they serve a purpose and are eco- 
nomical but splits really lack the impact of 
a full 7" release. At the bottom of the heap 
is the novelty tribute album or covers album. 


When hardcore was new, every record. 


seemed to have an urgency and immediacy 
to it. Nowadays label types are so bored 


they have nothing better to do with time and 


money than put out novelty tribute albums 
to bands that nobody cared about the first 
time around. Sure they are entertaining but 
how many of your all time favorites are trib- 
ute records? Spare me. Lastly, fuck this 
CD crap. Put it out on vinyl or don’t bother. 
Don’t even bother trying to convince me how 
cool a format CD is, I’m not gonna listen. 
Hardcore is all about 7" records, short, con- 
cise, to the point, cool. 

In recent years I’ve noticed that I 
buy fewer and fewer fanzines. Indeed, it 
seems sometimes that there are so many 
fanzines that the only people who take in- 
terest in them are other ‘zine editors. Once 
again it is a quality versus quantity issue. 
Editors should put real effort into their ‘zines 
to create something they are proud of that 
they think other people would be interested 
in buying and reading. Informative, contro- 
versial, entertaining and graphically coher- 
ent ‘zines are in short supply while record 
stores are cluttered with sloppy, half assed 
“zines that give the whole genre a bad rap. I 
would still consider MRR to be the most 
important “zine - primarily due to it’s lon- 
gevity, ads and record reviews. While I only 
take interest in a very small fraction of the 
bands covered, MRR occasionally runs very 
informative articles and interviews and 
boasts a few entertaining columnists. MRR 
has gone downhill quite a bit since the early 
80’s despite going monthly and quadrupling 
in size. But then again that may just reflect 
the decline in quality and increase in quan- 
tity of “punk” output in the last 10-12 years. 
HeartattaCk and Profane Existence are more 
serious and focused, one step closer to what 
is really going on in their respective scenes. 
The only other ‘zines I can honestly say I 
read regularly are Slug And Lettuce, Hard- 
ware, and Japankore. 

There sure are a lot of shitty bands 
around today. And not all of them are on 
major labels. In fact lots of them will be 
playing your town this summer. Once again, 
it is wonderful that a network of all ages, 
underground venues exists and that anyone 
can book a tour with nothing more than a 
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few phone calls. The tragedy is that every- 
one does. Once again hats of to Bob Suren 
who wrote a column in his Heavy Rotation 
‘zine titled “Turd Bands Stay Home.” I have 
been involved with booking shows for the 
last few years and I am astonished by the 
volume of bands touring on the underground 
circuit. Bands are hitting the road with little 
more than a demo out and very little plan- 
ning or preparation. They are playing 
sloppy, uninspired sets in front of bored un- 
appreciative crowds. It’s a real drag to put 
together a show with four unknown out of 
town bands and have only fifteen people 
show up. At the end of the night there is 
precious little cash to go around. Most of 
all crummy bands on tour screw over bands 
who really deserve exposure and are work- 
ing their asses off as well as the DIY pro- 
moters who are usually volunteers and short 


of good venues. I just booked a six week . 


US tour for Code 13 without consulting 
Book Your Own Fucking Life once. That 
“resource list” seems to exist more for the 
clueless people outside the punk scene who 
are trying to tour on the underground cir- 
cuit. Most of the people I’ve talked to who 
know what time it is aren’t sending in list- 
ings anymore because all they get is shitty 
demos and annoying phone calls from dumb 
bands who don’t even have a demo out and 
want to be the next Green Day. I for one am 
sick of being used as a stepping stone for 
some shitty band to get “street cred” before 
they sign. 
One label I’m sick of hearing 
thrown around is “crust.” Musically if I had 
to describe any bands as crust it would be 
Deviated Instinct and Hellbastard at their 
peak. Perhaps in today’s scene Hiatus or 
Doom. However, there is a great deal of dif- 
ference between what was once called crust 
music and what is now called the “crustie” 
lifestyle. I’m sick of seeing good fast po- 
litical hardcore and punk bands labeled as 
“crust.” In the past few years I’ve grown 
particularly disenchanted with the crustie

: ents discriminate against those 
unable to cough.up mega-bucks. At this 
juncture Dunifer set up a DIY studio in a 
house on the Berkeley/Oakland border and 
commenced broadcasting 24-7. The tireless 
activist put out a call for volunteers and was 
immediately swamped with help from across 
the East Bay alternative community. 

_ Today, after nearly a year of non- 
stop broadcasting, FRB is still kicking it with 
an audio assault that can’t be found any- 
where else on the dial. It’s the only radio 
station I know of that broadcasts prank calls 
to the mayor, Noam Chomsky lectures, the 
Earth First! radio hour, a wealth of four let- 
ter words, demands for every type of revo- 
lution imaginable, and tons of underground 
music. I doubt any “legitimate” station can 
deliver FRB’s political intensity and diver- 
sity of programming. With a 10 mile broad- 
cast radius into the heart of the East Bay the 
station reaches about 60,000 people by my 
estimate. 

The pirate radio conspiracy is 
growing. San Francisco has 3 illegal sta- 
tions. Free Radio Santa Cruz is talking shit 
24-7. Activists in rural CA towns like 
Watsonville and Ukiah have 
started liberating the air- 


waves. The New York Times, Washington 
Post, Wired, Forbes(?!), Spin, the BBC, and 
“48 Hours” have all covered the pirate radio 
phenomenon and FRB in particular. Mean- 
while the station’s manufacturing arm has 
been sending out hundreds of micro-trans- 
mitters worldwide; the Zapatistas are 
equipped with FRB radios, as are Taiwan- 
ese radicals who’ve received equipment 
powerful enough to blanket the entire coun- 
try, and Dunifer recently flew to Haiti to help 
establish a 15 station community radio net- 
work. 

Airwave piracy is areal and impor- 
tant response to these grim days of corpo- 
rate media control. According to FRB sup- 
porter and leftist academic Michael Parenti, 
a mere 8 conglomerates own the 3 major TV 
nets, dozens of affiliate stations, over 200 
cable TV systems, over 60 radio stations, 41 
book publishers and various other media 
ventures. 80% of America’s daily newspa- 
pers are corporate owned, writes seminal 
media critic Ben Bagdikian in The Media 
Monopoly. Likewise, Bagdikian states that 
6 corporations own more than half of the 
magazines published in the US. In a world 
where the ability to communicate with large 
numbers of people is possessed by a rapidly 
shrinking economic super-elite, pirate radio 
may be our best bet for voicing revolution- 
ary sentiment. Long live rebel radio.

People who could really car less 
about prisons envision it as a place where 
we get three free meals a day, shelter, an 
education, and one hell of a lot of relaxation 


time. Okay, we have all of these things, but 
it’s not a place to vacation. There are just 
too many negatives about prison, such as 
guards who go out of their way to harass 
you, forced labor, being ignored or dismissed 
by incompetent administrators, lock-downs, 
noise, Over crowding, racism, informants, 
and the same old food week after week. 
You’re looked upon as a nobody, just another 
addition to the other unwanted people that 
society discards by building prisons. I'd 
gladly give all this up to be treated as a per- 
son. 

There’s a lot more to people in 
prison than what the media or politicians 
portray. There isn’t a person in here that 
doesn’t have feelings. Sadly, a lot of those 
feelings are of disappointment, disgust, re- 
sentment, or hate. Much like any other com- 
munity, but because this one is so enclosed, 
and activities few, we usually end up ex- 
pressing our feelings in negative ways. 
That’s the only way that most of us have ever 
known. Telling off a guard, or even hitting 
one is the immediate response to their push- 
ing us, but we know we can’t win against 
them. They’ll just throw us in the hole, or 
write us up. That’s why there is such a short- 
age of politically active prisoners - because 
the administration uses everything in their 
power to keep us afraid and separated. I also 
know of quite a few ways that prisoners ex- 
press themselves in a positive manner. There 
are many talents behind these walls, prison- 
ers making crafts from potato chip bags, 
painters, and other artists. One guy even 
does his own comic book! The bands let 
those who play come together and learn from 
each other, and entertain us all on certain 
occasions. Sometimes outside groups will 
even sponsor a prisoner art show, and some 
of the artists can support themselves for a 
few months with their sales. These are.rarer 
than I’d like to see, though. 

Since I’m thinking about money, 
there’s prison labor. Do you know that most 
prisoners are forced to work, it they don’t 
` go to school? The prisons couldn’t func- 
tion without the prisoners doing 70% of the 
work running the prison. But most prison- 
ers only earn 12¢ to 45¢ an hour, if that. 
Some states don’t even pay their prison 
workers, so if you don’t have money sent to 
you, you suffer or steal. And they wonder 
why prisoners steal from the state? Any- 
way, prison industries is where the real 
money is at - for the state anyway. Illinois 
really cleans up with their factories, because 
all state agencies must buy from Correc- 
tional Industries, often at a higher cost than 
a store would charge. Prison industries in 
Illinois make everything imaginable, from 
cigarettes (Pyramids), to brooms, soap, of- 
fice furniture, tire recycling, data process- 
ing, bakery, all sold to other prisons and state 
agencies. Each prison has it’s own factory, 
paying an average of $100 to $200 a month. 
Great pay for a prisoner, if you can meet the 


criteria for a job there, and many can’t. 

My most recent job was Tool Con- 
trol clerk, which meant that I kept track of 
all the tools in the prison. I replaced old 
tools, engraved all tools with numbers to 
keep track of them, and kept an inventory. 
For this, I was paid 12¢ an hour, or $20 a 
month. A few weeks ago, the assistant war- 
den decided that he wanted me out of there, 
because I might be a threat. I was told that 
it had something to do with a book they con- 
fiscated coming in the mail, Sabotage In 
The American Workplace. Me, I think it was 
because I had been putting so much pres- 
sure on them to extend my bed, and won the 
grievance. I kept on them to do it, a whole 
year after winning the grievance. Now, other 
tall prisoners are fighting for the same thing. 
So, now I sit in the unit all day, with no job, 
no income, and no way to support my needs. 
Does this make Ron more likely to be a good 
citizen? Actually, it makes me even more 
resentful of bureaucrats. 

I need to express my thanks to the 
people who’ve written to me with encour- 
agement and support for this column. It 
makes me feel like I’m making an impact, 
and that’s what it’s all about for me. If any- 
one has specific questions, or interests about 
prison, let me know, and ['II try to cover it. 
There’s just so much to cover that I haven’t 
bothered to get very in-depth about any one 
thing. I don’t want to bore anybody. 

One final thing - if you write to me, 
please don’t send stamps. They won't al- 
low them into Illinois prisons. We have to 
buy them from their commissary. I'll write 
back, but it may take some time. See you

amongst other side effects aspartame causes 
brain tumors, blindness, memory loss, in- 
somnia, depression, mood and behavior al- 


terations, and can erode intelligence. In 
1991 the National Institute of Health pub- 
lished a bibliography listing 167 reasons to 
avoid aspartame. Studies have concluded 


‘that children are especially vulnerable to the 


toxic effects of aspartame and i increases the 
odds of brain damage. 

Despite this and the official story 
of the accidental discovery of aspartame 
during the development of an ulcer drug, we 
are reassured of the safety of the “food ad- 
ditive” by officials and representatives of the 
Government and food industries. In particu- 
lar, the conservative US Senator Orrin Hatch 
has consistently advocated aspartame. Per- 
haps little reassurance from such an estab- 
lished “strong supporter” of the pharmaceu- 
tical industry. 

The FDA are quick to point out in 
response to criticism of aspartame that after 
a broad investigation into the drug in 1984 
the survey “‘clearly established the safety” 
of the product. Based upon the investiga- 
tion, PepsiCo announced that it would 
sweeten its diet drinks entirely with aspar- 
tame. Not much of a.comfort considering . 
that the FDA were content to solely rely on 
the tests of its investigation conducted by 
the manufacturer of the product themselves. 
Furthermore, in 1985 it emerged that the 
manufacturer of aspartame (the company 
G.D. Searle) fabricated and flawed many of 
the tests conducted to add official FDA en- 
dorsement to its product. :

This behavior and the 
current employment of NutraSweet not only 
represents the interests of capitalist desires 
but perhaps of greater concern, perhaps what 
can only be described as the dulling of the 
masses in an elaborate global experiment to 
subdue whole populations. A deranged con- 
spiracy theory or the glimpse of mind con- 
trol techniques in the 21st century? Decide

A bunch of self- 
important looking men in suits walked into 
Gary’s office and dropped the news on him. 
I guess Gary had kind of seen it coming, but 
he still didn’t take the news very well. I think 
he was trying to deny that it would happen. 
Gary had worked for the company for 23 
years. 

Gary was the victim of downsizing. 
The company had just hired a bunch of out- 
side contractors to act as hatchet men and 


fire a predetermined number of workers. 
These hatchet men focused on middle man- 
agement and the low level office and ware- 
house workers. None of the upper manage- 
ment executive positions were eliminated. 
This was the second time I was working in 
a company which was undergoing 
downsizing. The first time I was one of the 
ones who was terminated. I was happy to 
go at the time. I didn’t have a family to sup- 
port and the idea of ten weeks severance pay 
was great. They offered Gary severance pay 
as well. Four months of it. They only catch 
in these agreements is that the fired em- 
ployee has to agree not to turn over any top 
secret documents to enemy companies, and 
also not to sue over the termination. The 
big catch is that in order to qualify for the 
severance package, you’re often required to 
work for another month or so to make the 
transition as smoothly as possible for the 
company that fired you. Sometimes that 


means training the person who will replace . 


you. Most people think of their families and 
sign the severance agreement even if the ter- 
mination is illegal. If you choose to fight 
the company in court, the company draws it 
out and you’re stuck paying high lawyer fees 
while you’re unemployed. 

Gary had a wife and two daugh- 
ters. His daughters were four and six back 
then. Up until that time, Gary was making 
alot of money. His wife was able to stay at 
home and care for the children. Gary signed 
the severance agreement. In the back of his 
mind I think he thought that if he worked 
really hard and showed the company how 
valuable he was to them, they would recon- 
sider and hire him back. I think he also be- 
lieved that if that didn’t work out, he would 
be able to find another job doing about the 
same kind of thing, for about the s 
amount of money. 

Gary was a conservative gu 
believed in this country and the free math 
We argued a lot. He used to say that the 
are plenty of opportunities out there for 
people who are willing to work. He con- 
stantly blamed those on welfare for their 
problems, claiming that if they wanted to 
support their families they could get jobs at 
fast food joints. We really did argue a lot. I 
think he really believed that if someon 
failed to succeed in this country they ha 
only themselves to blame. But now Ga 
faced termination and unemployment. He 
worked out his last month quietly. He didn't 
talk to me much. He was busy calling con- 
tacts he'd made over the years and trying to 
land a new job. But pretty soon his time 
had run out, and Gary cleaned out his office 
and went home. 

Soon after that the travel itch got 
the best of me and I quit my job to travel 
around the U.S. for a year. When I got back 
to Milwaukee the next year I stopped by the 
office to say hello and found out who had 
survived the downsizing. Many people had 


been let go, and those who hadn't were now 
expected to shoulder. the responsibilities 
which had up until then been managed by 
three or four people. Seems like those who 
were left all pretty much hated their jobs. 


Nobody knew what had happened to Gary. 


After the announcement of 
downsizing, the stock in the company 
surged, which is typical. The market virtu- 
ally always responds favorably to the deci- 
sion to fire employees. The executive offic- 
ers of this company, like those of most com- 
panies, receive a fat paycheck, but also re- 
ceive bonuses, usually based on the 
company’s stock performance. If the stock 
goes up, so does their bonus. So you can 
see there’s a hefty incentive to downsize. 
People are thrown out onto the street in the 
anticipation that the stock market will re- 
spond favorably to this decision. In both of 
my experiences with downsizing, the stock 
of the company initially surged, but after the 
process of firings was complete, both 
company’s reported greater losses in the fol- 
lowing financial quarters. But by that time, 
the executive managers had collected their 
fat bonuses, and there’s no penalty to them 
when the company performs poorly. 

A few months ago I received a call 
from one of the people I used to work with 
at the paper company. He told me Gary was 
dead. He had killed himself at home. He 
had never been able to find a job similar to 
the one he had left at the paper company. 
His family was forced to sell their house and 
move into an apartment. Gary battled long 
bouts of depression and there were rumors 
that he had developed a drinking problem. 
They buried Gary on a Saturday.

We both 
enjoy reading and working around the comic 
book industry, so we figure we’ll give it a 
shot. 

I look at this as a very low cost 
business risk. We are both investing $5,000 
each, and today you usually can’t start a 
business for that little money. We both have 
plenty of stock between us to fill a store with 
toys, comics, records, and other collectibles, 
since we’ve been collecting shit since we 
were young lads. I will attempt to sell 
hardcore and punk related stuff also, ‘cos 
none of the record stores in Albany carry 
anything decent, or even reasonably priced. 
So I hope the few kids who do purchase un- 
derground related records and ‘zines might 
come to the store. 

Albany, New York sucks shit just 
as bad as anywhere in the U.S. right now, 
especially for punk rock and hardcore, but 
it’s just as bad for comics right now. Like I 
said, we'll try and be as diverse as possible, 
selling just about anything. 

I do understand that running a le- 
gitimate business is going to be really rough, 
paying taxes and shit to “The Man,” and try- 
ing to get time off for band shit. I still hope 
to tour. Though it might be difficult, I feel 
this will all be worth it to work for myself" 
and do something that I truly love, and en- 
joy. The name of the store is Crypto Comix, 
and I hope to open by January 16th.

come to me from Rod Coronado. This, com- 
bined with thoughts of the indigenous people 
of Brazil who I was try- 
ing to save gave me the 
confidence to smile in 
this psychologically 
fucked setting. Rod has 
devoted his entire life to 
the earth & its animals, 
as well as the preserva- 
tion of indigenous cul- 
tures. He is currently in 
jail for nearly 5 years, as 
charges of conspiracy, 
arson, destruction of 
government property, 
theft of a historical 
document (he stole 
Sioux killing Gen. George Custer’s diary), 
and others were brought against him. Hope- 
fully you will be inspired by what he has to 
say.

I was recently arrested for locking my 


HaC: In trying to keep things chronologi- 
cal, what first sparked your interest in envi- 
ronmentalism and animal rights? 

ROD: As a child, I always had a deep love 
and respect for animals and nature that most 
children have. Fortunately for me, my par- 
ents nurtured that rather than neglect it as in 
most male children. Eventually, I saw a 
public broadcasting program on the Cana- 
dian Harp Seal hunt (which still continues 
today), and I was shocked at the callousness 
of man towards animals. At that moment, I 
vowed to do whatever was necessary to stop 
that evil. 

„HaC: “How old were you when you first 
considered yourself part of any sort of move- 
ment? 

ROD: I was 12 years old when I became 
aware of Greenpeace and its most radical 
founder, Paul Watson, and from that point 
on, I considered myself a member of the 


struggle to defend earth and her animal na- 


tions. 

HaC: What books and theories helped shape 
your views, or made you become more po- 
litically & socially aware? Most of the 
people reading this are from 16-22 years old 
& have strong convictions about animals and 
the planet, but may not have read enough to 
push them to action. What books would you 
recommend? i 

ROD: The theories & philosophies that 
most inspired me as a youth were those from 
indigenous, anarchist, and revolutionary per- 
spectives ... basically those who have op- 
_ posed western imperialism, 
) capitalism, and the exploi- 


tation of earth and animals. Many times, 


books of others’ experiences have led me to 
direct action. Reading Dee Brown’s Bury 
My Heart At Wounded Knee and Peter 
Matthieson’s In the Spirit of Crazy Horse 
helped lead me to steal a 7th Cavalryman’s

diary from the Little Bighorn 
Battlefield. Reading Ed 
Abbey’s Monkeywrench Gang 
and Dave Foreman’s Ecodefense 
helped lead me to start sabotaging 
machinery used to destroy wilder- 
ness, reading Farley Mowat’s Sea of 
Slaughter and John Gordon Davis’ 
Leviathan inspired me to sink whal- 
ing ships. Reading Richard Adams’ 
Plague Days and John Gordon 
Davis’ Fear No Evil helped inspire 
me to attack vivisection laboratories. 
In addition, books such as Marge 
Piercy’s Woman on the Edge of Time 
and The Autobiography of Malcom 
X made me confident that one per- 
son can & does make a difference. 
HaC: What was the first action you 
took and how old were you? ; 
ROD: The first action I remember 
taking was when I was 17. A friend 
and I rescued some zoo animals 
caught in the wild and released them - . 
into their native habitat. Zoos are 
nothing more than wild animal pris- 
ons. Later, I followed with smash- 
ing and spray painting the windows 
of fur shops. 

HaC: Could you tell people about 
what you did in Iceland under Sea 
Shepherd by first explaining si 
whaling situation there? 


ROD: In 1985, on my first Sea Shepherd 


expedition, we made a refueling stop in 
Reykjavik, Iceland. I took the liberty of 
scoping the whaling ships in the harbor. In 
1986, at the International Whaling 
Commission’s (IWC) annual meeting in 
Sweden, Iceland vowed to violate the IWC’s 
moratorium on commercial whaling and 
later killed 120 endangered Fin and Sei 
Whales. They were the first nation to ig- 
nore the international agreement which has 
no enforcement component. In July of 1986, 
I asked Paul Watson (Captain of Sea Shep- 


herd) for permission to organize and execute 
a covert operation against the Icelandic pi- 
rate whalers. I had already recruited one 
other saboteur, David Howitt, from 
Cornwall, Britain. Next we researched tour- 
ism and whaling in Iceland, and in October, 


departed to Iceland as young 
tourists. Immediately, we be- 
gan surveillance of the harbor 
and whaling station and after 
we felt we knew the habits of 
both places, we purchased 
bolt cutters and crescent 
wrenches. With only those 
tools and flashlights and dark 
colored raingear, we set the 
date. We mailed ahead all 
traces of our whaling informa- 
tion to Sta Shepherd and pre-checked 
all our luggage at the airport. That 
night, November 7, 1986, A fierce 
storm was rising. Under its cover, we 
went first to the whaling station where 
we knew no one would be and began 
to methodically destroy every piece of 
machinery, electronic, computer, and 
research equipment that looked expen- 
sive. We spent four hours there— 
longer than we intended to, but we felt 
_ this was our only opportunity to strike 
a blow for the whales, so we decided 
to give it our all. Next we drove to 
Reykjavik Harbor and ducking under 
the falling rain, we walked swiftly ` 
down the docks. and boarded the first 
whaling ship, “Hvalur 6” which we 
knew to be empty. We cut the lock 
leading to the engine room and since 
~-we were both experienced marine die- 


sel engineers, we located the salt-water in- 


take valve for the engine’s cooling system. 
We removed all but a few bolts before hop- 


- ping to.the next ship, “Hvalur 7” and repeat- 


ing the process. The third ship had a sleep- 
ing watchman aboard. We fully removed 
the valve from “Hvalur 7” and sea water 
began rushing in, as we hopped back onto 
“Hvalur 6” and did the same. We then casu- 
ally walked down the gangplank, tossed our 
tools into the sea and walked to our car, drove 
to the airport, and boarded our flight to Lux- 
embourg. When we picked up our luggage. 


without any police storming us, we knew we 
had escaped. 

HaC: Was it $5 million in damages? 
ROD: The damages were estimated at $3 
million not counting the lost revenue from 
no further whale kills. 

HaC: Tell us what happened legally with 
that. Why weren’t you charged? 

ROD: We challenged the Icelandic govern- 


ment (from a distance) to charge us, so that. 


we could draw public attention to Icelandic 
pirate whaling. David and I accepted full 
responsibility and asked Iceland to do the 
_ same. They refused knowing public opin- 
ion was much in our favor. 

HaC: Do you consider the action success- 
ful? 

ROD: Yes. Since that day, those ships have 
not killed a single whale and the media and 
political attention generated led to boycotts 
and pressure from less aggressive environ- 
mental groups. 

HaC: Did you do anymore Sea Shepherd 
work after that? 

ROD: I stayed with Sea Shepherd until 
1989, serving on their campaigns to inter- 
fere with driftnet fishing in the North Pa- 
cific, interfere with dolphin kills by the tuna 
industry in the Southeastern Pacific, and 
other things. I still consider Sea Shepherd 
and Paul Watson to be one of the greatest 
warrior societies of our generation. 

HaC: Can you explain why you are in jail 
now? 

ROD: Currently, I’m in Federal Prison for 
destruction of government property and aid- 
ing and abetting arson (Michigan State’s fur 
animal research offices which went up in 
smoke in Feb., 1992). After the Animal Lib- 
eration Front’s “Operation Bite Back” ef- 
fectively liquidated fur farm research at three 
different universities, the FBI began a witch 
hunt for the ALF. I was a spokesperson for 
the ALF, and a critic of fur farming. Never 
before had the ALF been more 
effective than 
with Operation 
Bite Back. The 
industry and the 
Dept. Of Justice 
wanted blood. A 
$35,000 reward 
. was placed on my 
head, so I went un- 
derground. Eventu- 
ally, I was captured, 
struck a plea bargain 
that protects me from 
federal prosecution in other states 
and keeps me from testifying against oth- 
‘ers. 

HaC: And your sentence is 4 years? 
ROD: 57 months. 

HaC: What do you do in jail? 

ROD: Read, write to those who write me, 
hang out with the other indigenous broth- 
- ers. We have a pow wow drum group here 
and I sing with them. I also have to work 


for pennies an hour which will go to restitu- 
tion. 

HaC: Do you often think about people do- 
ing work on the outside to help the animals 
and our earth? | 

ROD: All the time. Everyday, as I read 
about the continuing war against nature, I 
pray that others will follow their hearts and 
defend mother earth before it’s too late. 
HaC: What kind of work were you doing 
in the Southwest just before your arrest? 
ROD: I was a coordinator for our tribe’s 
(the Yaqui) cultural preservation group. I 
would organize weekly meetings where 
teenage warriors would practice our ancient 
dances and songs that tell us of our relation- 
ship with the natural world and animals. We 
would also take camping trips to sacred 
places, eat together, swim, and other things. 
I am also an active member of our tribe’s 
warrior society which is why I do this. Our 
vows are to defend land, people, and cul- 
ture. I also helped raise awareness towards 
issues like the indigenous revolution in 
Chiapas, sacred site destruction (i.e. Mt. 
Graham), and the threat of drugs and alco- 
hol, especially to youth. 

HaC: How long were you hiding out and 
using an alias? 

ROD: I was on the run for almost three 
years. 

HaC: How did you know the police or FBI 
were looking for you? 

ROD: Back in 1992, I got word through 
some leaked documents that the FBI be- 
lieved I was responsible for one of Opera- 
tion Bite Back’s raids on fur research labs 
at Washington State University. Then in 
July, 1993, I saw a newspaper article about 
my being indicted for the Michigan State 
raid, and then I saw my picture in the Post 
Office! Aghhhhh!!! 
HaC: What 


ee regrets do you 


have about what you’ve done? 
ROD: The only regrets I have are that I 
didn’t do more and I wish I would have 
stayed out of the public spotlight and re- 
mained more anonymous. 

HaC: Do you think being in jail will break 
your spirit or recharge you for when you get 
out? 

ROD: This ain’t shit compared to what my 
ancestors have been through in their fight 
for survival. Nor is it much compared to 
what they do to animals in labs. Prison is 


HaC: 


almost all psychological. A form of pun- 
ishment for adults who don't behave. For 
political prisoners, it's a way of attempting 
to intimidate us into respecting their author- 
ity because we have shown to the invader 
that we believe our power is greater than 
theirs. It’s all about power. I believe in mine 
and they want me to believe in theirs. But 
time tells us that the powers of the earth are 
still greater than any man has ever forced 
upon us. 
HaC: I guess this gives you plenty of tim 
to plan what you want to do when you get 
out, huh? 

ROD: Yeah, it gives me time to strategies 
on how to avoid being locked up again, 
which becomes easy once they get you once. 
I plan on returning to my tribe. We need to 
unify our people as all must, and we need to 
preserve the old ways of the earth and learn 
to live without the crutches that tech-no- 
logic society offers us. 

HaC: What words of inspiration can you 


give to people out there? 


ROD: Never surrender. Remember, if 
you're young and physically able, you are 
the warriors of this generation. No more 
middle of the road. You’re either for the earth 
or against her. If you don’t take action now, 
while there’s still time, your children are 
going to live in hell and wonder why you 
didn’t do more to protect our environment. 
HaC: Is getting mail from activists pretty 
important to you in jail? 
ROD: Of course. There’s not a lot of like- 
minded folks in here. I like to stay in touch 
with the battles outside, knowing people are 
still fighting gives me the inspiration to sur- 
vive. | 
Anything else you'd like to 
"say? 
ROD: Remember in fight- 
ing for the earth and her 
animal nations, you are 
accepting an ancient tra- 
dition of responsibility 
. that is a great honor. It’s 
not a hobby, it’s the fate — 
of our life-support sys- 
‘tem in your hands. By 
respecting life before 
' property, we are obey- 
ing the laws that really 
matter— the laws of nature. The 
powers of earth are there for us-and her ani- 
mal people have much to teach us once we 
give ourselves to them. Once they know 
where your heart lies, you will be given gifts 
of great beauty. 'The sprits of those who have 
given their lives to defend the very same cre- 
ation will walk beside you. Remember that 
and good luck. ` |
